Ur W. K. Dickson, Secretory, read the following Ttejiort hv the Secre¬ 
taries on the progress and work of the Society during the past year: 

Mfmbertfu'fi .—The total number of Fellows on the Boll of the Society 
■it 30th Novetoller 1&Q7 was 704. During the past year 44 new Fellows 
have joined, and two who had allowed their membership to hipee have 
been reinstated. Twenty-five have died, 1.2 have resigned, and & have 
nil owed their ismbsilhi)) hi lapse, Wn thus begin the new SesAtuti 
with a total ucmbetohlp of 703, being a net gain of 4 bellows on the 
year (not including (hose who have just been elected). We may perhaps 
lie allowed once mor* to invite the attention of Fellows to the great 
importance of keeping up tlio membership of the Society ; and we would 
remind them that the recruiting of even a single new member is a 
substantial and lasting service to Scottish ardwoolugy. 

Prortetliwjt. —The forty-second volume of the Proceeding*, an advnnne 
copy of which lies upon the table, eon to ins 23 pope re, two mow than 
the preceding volume, Of these 12 dead entirely or mainly with pre¬ 
historic and pcotollUtoric subject*. Tn this elm.-, perl taps the meet 
important contribution is Mr CnW# r K [H>rr. uri his survey <«f Stone Circle 
in the north-eastern section of Perthshire, miuie under the {.running 
Fellowship. The remaining 11 |iupere am notable for the somewhat 
unusual variety «f matter with which they ileal. Two—Lord Guthrie's 
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paper on “ Mfljy Smart and Ro&eotf p K arid Mr Moir Bryce^ on 11 A French 
Minion to Scotland in I543 ia - me historical monographs, dealing tdiuo&t 
entirely with documentary material* Bishop Dowdfen’a *tudy of the 
now photographic facsimiles nf Boyimund's Valuation ha* thrown fresh 
light on the tucdh&vai Church in Scotland and on Scottish plac^miiii&s. 
The Re? a Angus Muckay contributed a paper on Sutherland and Qiith- 
no*a in ancient geography and maps — a line of research which fa of much 
practical value, und in which mwah rttmutta to he done throughout the 
country. The Ke\% hr Kowiaon contributes a paper on the Scottish 
Covenants, which includes a list of nil the copies of the Covenants 
known to be still in existence, with notes as to their history and condi¬ 
tion, their bibliography, and their present feaihig-places — ol psjjer which 
priups calls for special recognition aa placing on record in our Pru- 
rsnliwjj whiif must fat an indispensable working tool iif all future 
I historians of the Coven nil Ling period* From an accoiiMt-kiok of the 
aoveuteenth century Mr A* h. Curio lifts evoked the ghosts of anernm 
reveller* and the savour of Jong, forgo Lion d timers, Mr Alan Reid 
continues hi* researches in the Lothian kirkywrds, Mr W b L. Bell has 
described an armorial tloae in Orkney of much heraldic interest, mid 
Mr Dickson bus given an recount of a imidhuvn] man 0 script whose value 
is chiefly artistic. Dr George Miieksiy has brought iih into touch with 
the early days of the Highland regiment*, and in hi* guipcr on tilunure** 
s i mlf- limit has recalled one of the mo*t pictures pH 1 and mysterious of 
Highland tragedies.

During the year the Museum has been open to the public a* formerly 
till Dili November, when the fees of admission previously charged on 
two days il week were ilwlEnhed, mid there i a now no charge for 
ftdmitudcMi on any duy + 

The number of object of antiquity added to the Museum during the 
year hm been 143D by donation, and 7$ by purahuse. The number 
of volumes added to the library hm been 163 by donation and 32 
by purchase, and this binding of 264 volume* of rimtinuntioii* [ m 
been proceeded with. 
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Among the donations to the Museum may be mentioned ji Jorge and 
importune collectipn from the Brocbs nf Caithness presented by the 
representative* of the Jute Sir Krone* Tress Barry, Bart., Hon. Morn. 
•S.A. Scot., iiimmntiiig to upwards of L-tOO objects, chiefly obtained iti 
the course of Lis extensive excavations of the Broch* on his estate of 
Keisis anil in the summnding imtghbourboifd.

not until recently p-iid any speck! attention to the subject, falls the 
duty of recoiling n book from the press d Edward BuIklti that has not 
hitherto been described.

250 feet in length by 30 feet in broad lit—the fort of Whaii-im-Gour

It seemed as if it had simply fjJIan 
where it lay, or that it had bwn pulled down and fcpread over the 
circular west end of the fort* No clear marks of adhesion to the native 
quart* ite of the knoll ware discovered, nor was any portion of the vjtri- 
faction found adhering to the stones of the wulL Though disturbance 
was olivioiii % the growth of bracken and heather roots that tilled every 
interdicts showed that, it was remote* Every portion examined impressed 
us with the conviction that the fusion of the masses wae Lhe remit 
of design, and not of accident. The Itale FEre tlieory of origin would 
not fit; for this portion of the fort toy comparatively low, and quite 
remote from the lofty eastern end, where alone a signal-fire could

These four cists with drinking-ctip urns do not exhaust the pre¬ 
historic inUfmcuta recorded from the Boyndlie district. It has already 
been mentioned that a grave was found on the same mound m the three 
cists and that it is marked on the Ordnance mup, Previous to 1876 
a skull from this grave wo4 presented to the Aim^inm-al Museum at 
M, i me hid College, AWidecn, hy the late Mrs John Charles Qgilvie- 
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Fortes, From IlTh old gamekeeper, Andrew Yguug, Mr Qgilyie-Fjirbes 
heard that J,j nil the bonce except tile skull wort* replaced. in the dst r 
which was left i>a mVk, w end no doubt covered up again.

The Auchlin cist was 3 fed 8 inches long, inches wide, and 16 
inches deep. It contained the calcined remains of an adult, mid 
jH>rtionu of the skeleton of n child about Jive or six years old which 
shewed no evidence of lmvLng bean calcined* Pieces of dm renal were 
also found in the grave. The Blbckliill* ciat was ojwned in his presence. 
It measured 3 fmti In Length, 2 fee* in breadth, and l foot 9 indies in 
depth, and captained the skeleton of n male about 5 feet 4 inches In 
height, which wsk lying on its Wk in a contracted posUion. Apparently 
it hud beeittovared by an ox hide* as it wins covered by a felted suUtanoe, 
which under I he microscope was seen to contain hairs. There was an 
uru of tho food^-ltesBe] type in the grave. Thanks to Professor II. W, 
Ki k id I am able to reproduce a photograph of the urn (Jig. 7) which is 
now in the powc-^icni of Lord Solkuitu The bottom of the grave was 
paved with rounded pebble* of uniform sine.

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Two of ilic Boyndlie gmvea were provided with a floor, the first of 
slabs ami the third of rounded lobbies carefully causeyed. The 
Blaekhills grave which contained the food-vessel urn was paved with 
water-worn stones, and another Aberdeenshire grave, discovered in 190T P 
at Gmicside of Scotstowrn, Old Miidmr, had a layer of Ifni j>obbles super- 
imposed on a thin layer of yellow day winch covered the gravelly sub* 
soil. 1 This cist s now re-erceted in the vestibule irf the Anatomy 
Detriment, Meriselud College, contained the remains of the nnbumt 
hniies of ail adult human skeleton, a Imuly-mad* Hint knife, and 
numerous small pieces of charcoal.

Stormont is the old nnime applied to the beautiful district un the 
ii.-jtlo. -if river Tay extending from the Forest of Cfdfoie neat Ttowally 
in the north-west, down to KoiuniHiiiiit. about two niilrt south-east of 
Blairgowrie—the whole rtf this inking, «.f course, on the western side of 
Llm river I'.riclit, wIlIi'Ii stream, with it*, extraordinarily deep and rocky 
channel, forms such ei vreEl-dctimul line of limurcitioD, nod wo* prob¬ 
ably in prehistoric times a. Inuiidury of conNiietnble inportitiiis 
^ ithin this district of stuntUiiiig like 27 square mill'-, there me com- 
imrauvoly few retailithlv remains ; and, as previously noted, the strange 
new variety <>f i *Cirde h is agnin frequent it* a mitp name. It is a 
matter of regret flint so few of these inconspicuous earthen ridges are 
now discoverable owing to large anas of tlie ground being planted, and, 
in other caeca, owing to the dense growth of wild sditubo, These jKdikie 
are nil loo well exemplified in the ties! rite to he noticed.

Having been informed by my touatu Mr Evan Burton-Mackenzilfl of 
Kilcey that u large atone cairn* ph-imLed in a wood about hutf u mile 
above Kilcoy Gast-hf* hud bean partially removed to obtain atones for n 
new road, I went to inspect it ami see if it contained n burial. 

1 found that the cairn was a large circular pile of atones with a 
diameter of 100 feet, but the edges were so overgrown tbit it was 
ha rcl to obtum accurate me*ftirtnrant». The «tur atohea of the circle 
were fitirlv largo boulders* mid the pile tese gradually till near the centre 
and then oficemled more abruptly to n height of about 6 feet above thf 
level of the rest* and about 10 feet to 12 feet above the level of the 
surrounding ground, l wot* Informed that the heap hatl been mlded to 
from time io time by cartloads of atones which hud been cleared from 
the Burroundiiig laml by the farmers, 

Wlieti I fijift saw it about sis feet of the central pile had already been 
removed, so 1 have had to rely for my description of the cairn* os it 
originally was, trnnaly upc m the description gmrn |o me by Mr Grant, 
the man who was in chargo of the work. 

1 started operations in the centre of the pile, assisted by Mi L lrant 
si ml an American gentleman* Mr Elliott Fairley. After removing some 
two feet gf the stones 1 came on a large slab, end removing thii found 
another rather larger on» underneath, which I saw was the covering 
stone of a cist (Jig. 1 ), 

I cleared a space round the sides of the grave to soe if there were 
any more burials, but only found earth und stunea. Most of the earth

London still posses*® headquarters for its ** barbers/’ Tho old Hell is 
in Monk well Street, F-C. By the records preserved there we know the 
Bfif ViW Co«ipuny, a* it is now called, dm® lnick tn the middle of the 
thirteenth can Lory. Llicburd Lebwbef with the first master ..f the Guild, 
in 1308 . 

Edward IV. grunted its first charter iu IW 1 The chatter is still 
preserved nt the Hull. Barbed were surgeons, mid surgeons barbers in 
those days. It appears that Inter uti the net oil surgooo-boibew were n 
stronger Txxly than the surgeons, which proves then- must hare been 
some little distinction between the surgeon and the barber, and that 
there was considerably more haireutling and sharing, and possibly blood- 
letting, too, than surgery, lwo» the assertion of power of the surgeon- 
tmrlM-r over the surgeon pure and simple- In 1540 Henry 1 III granted

event. By tlii? year 1"4& the *urgcoii5 hail pined pre-eminence over the 
barbers, sin I they sough l fnr a dissolution. They were re-incorporate* I, 
and the Company of Surgeons and the Company of Barl*rc won hone*- 
forth distinct belies. 

In the Htiiunj of Edinburgh by William Mai timid, F.Rft. (published 
in 1732), 1 hnvu futmd this rofonmev so thu Scottish tu^eon-burl*^ :— 
“The Barbers of Edinburgh, on the first day of July, in the year I5G5, 
wore by n Charter (rom the Town Council* incorporated with tJm 
Surgeons; hut imagining themselves injured in tlu:ir Rights am! Privileges 
by tlmir new Brethren, frequent Disputes nnsse ; which continued till 
the 23rd FVk, anno 1722, when in a Procn-sa before the Court «pf 
Session, the Barbara ware T by ji Decree of said Court, panted from 
the Surgeons in all respects other than registering their apprentice 
with the so hi Surgeons, to be admitted both by them and the burlier?. 
The Barbers by the aforesaid decree, luring a society axnjmwotvd to 
govern themselvE^, formed certain Constitutions and Rules for their 
better government, ami applied to the common Council of Edinburgh to 
ratify the same/' 

From Councillor James Colston's The Incorporated Trmh* >f Elitt 
buryh (published in I&91} 1 have culled the following note*. The art 
of hnifdruling, sharing, blood-letting, etc., was formerly tanned 
“ Birltourie era ft,” and those who followed it m u trade ware called 
** BirihUirlsWhen anyone had boen attended to in this respect, he 
wan said to have been ■* borhouriaed/ 

To be a barber in Edinburgh in early times it wm necessary to Ijceotni- 
lirst of al] a freeman and burgew of the town. The woulchk barber wn* 
also examined carefully by the ” MniMen” in bis craft Indore being 
admitted as a member ol the fiuiJd. Upon being admitted he wa* nl 
HPnee known us a “ Hoi&ter Rarlwur,* and could "frcneiise hf a* luel*. He 
\tm obliged, too, to |ia^ mi examination OH “the anatomy of the i mi nan 
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frame, and the nature and campbiion of every meml*r of the human 
1hnty ■ he must alsu know the veins nf the same that lie may mok 
Fiewlwthnniea {Mood-letting) in daw trine.' 

A* the surgeons nntl physicians advanced in tho respect anil esteem "f 
the community, the barlwr* were left behind to continue a 
hut much lower grade of craft. 

In ISIS there was privately printed by J. Hay * Go. for the 
surgeons ef Ed in burgh w A collection of Koyul (iraut*, etc., relative 
to the Constitution and Privileges ol tire Royal College of Surgeons 
of Edinburgh." Therein is to be found a copy of the lirat charter, 
dated 1st July 1505. 

It h evident, therefore, that at tho Mgtonnig of last century this 
charter was in the possession of the pugooiis; hut the present secretary, 
Mr Robertson, infortna in* that he ha* nnver cornu across the undent 
vellum, and yet he ha* Imd the care of the Surgeons' document* for 
QT&r forty years. 

Mr Robert Swtt-Mouerieir, W.S., be# furnifilied me with, some 
interesting particulars. He write*:—*'The surgeons further re-iucor- 
pomted themselves in whet the barbers termed a ‘mongrel’ society, 
known ns the Surgeon-Apothecaries, about the year 1657. The Town 
Aft vf Coun*eU in favour oi then* two ImdSe* was ratified in Parliament 
with a Patent granted by King William and Queen Mary on 17th 
July 1005, 

“ The result of these precseilings was that liarbers hMMueeenw* in 
Edinburgh, end eumplaiut* were made to the Town Council by the 
kindi-d gentry that in coming Iti to Edinburgh they could never get 
alia vnl, nor ill sir hair and heard l rimmed. The Town Council there 
upon ordered the J imorpcrrafum ol riurgvrai-Apothecaries to license 
barbate in the town," 

It appears these licensed bathers demanded a say in the ndtuinisim- 
lion of tho Corporation, im they had to pay ndmission few to the fund* 
of the Corporation and fee* for Uresr apprentices. The quarrel dragged 
on for some lime, mid was finally brought Lo n head hy some of the 
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barbers in 1718 raising nn action against the surgeons. "This action/' 
Mr ScottrMoncrieflf goes on to say* "was keenly contested, the surgeons 
holding that under the original sen] of cause barbers %vort bound to pa&s 
in anatomy ami reading and writing, and that the Corporation would 
thus consist of surgeons who practised Ah mirgeone, mid surgeon> whi* 
practised u* barbnt* The Whets con tended that the Corporation con* 
siaiod of two crafts, lunnck. surgeon* who were to pass in surgery and 
refilling ami writing, sind barbers who wore to pain* their own tests. 
From examination uf Lite copies of document* 1 lleu inclined to igreo 
with the view put forward by the Wtar» ftfl being most rejtsonnhle. 
Tin Court at Lhn lime, however, di-> kled cant rarity* but admitting the 
hardship under which the Wber» suite red, practically disponed the two 
bodies. Henceforth the harbors w*}m allowed to appoint their own pnesea 
and 4 taut minder p (treasurer), and to adminisier tht'ir own affairs; the 
only link remaining between the two lining Lliat (l) all tari^ra' nppTtn- 
ticen hud also to lie rogiatered in the Iwjoks id the surgeon*, oil payment 
of live .shillings sterling for each : (2) that the clerk of the surgeon* was 
also to be dork of the lairbers : and (3) that the rights of presentation 
enjoyed by the old Corporation of sending four children to the Trades 1 
Maiden Hospital wa to enjoyed equally between, the two bodies, the 
surgeons having a right to present two children nnd the barbers having 
also n right to preeent two children. 

** In 1 Sl5 the Hurgeot™ approached Parliament for a new Incorpora¬ 
tion, and in order to simplify mutter* they agreed to pay X10 annually 
to the barbers* if the l^arber* would rpsigu or discharge their right to 
the reversion of the right* of prcsrfttation belonging to the surgeons. 
The latter also agreed to allow the bnrbeire to appoint their own clerk. 
In 18-17 restricted ? ruling wn* done away with by Act of Fatlianii'iit, 
and this a|H.-!lt death to tin* Corporation of Berbers. 

"The body lingered on until 1893, when the last meeting wo* held, 
ih^re being only ran 1 member in existence. Since then he baa dis- 
appeared, and so have the funds. 15

hibtorical and antiquarian interest, f.o here it is (tint legend* and remain* 
»if lumliwval times aw mi (Herons ; ll«re the Roman* have left behind 
them many enduring traces of their conquest ami occupation, whilst 
records of more primitive races are still to be found in some profusion. 

Although lying well beyond the Homan Wall and the limit «f the 
itilliience which this ancient boundary tuny be considered to more or 
less represent, Dumfriesshire |jossesae* numerous sites of arehmologicd 
Value, many of which have been fully examined and described. In the 
south of th- enmity, however, tlm very early relics in the form of

The entire contents »i the tomb were carefully removed by hand, hut 
mo potterv was found, nor trace of any weapon, even in the form of 
bronze stains on the bones, which Dr I’rior of the British Museum 
(git Hist.) very kindly examined for this purple. Taking into 
consideration the fact that pottery would undoubtedly hav« been mtm 
easily preserved than the human remains, and that it call be with 
certainty that the day covering the cist had not previously tam <% 
talked, this absence of all accompanying relics is of interest, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the pnUble inference tliat this woe the tomb of one or two 
adult persons, with whom were buried a child or children. The idea

Owing to lack of time, it was unfortunately found to Is? impossible to 
remove the entire cairn, or to pursue further investigation* amongst any 
of the other mounds of the vicinity.

NOTICE OF THE DISCOVERY OF A GROUP OF FULL-LENGTH STONE 
CISTS AT THE SCHOOL HILL. OR TEMPLE HILL P LEUC’HARS. Bt

The School Board uf tin* pariah Lif LeueLmrs, Fifeshirc, having resolved 
U* improve the condition of the playground of Lend i an* public Hobnob 
the work ivus entrusted tu Mr Rolwrt Skinner, Bu karmic, Pittenweein + 
On 12th August 19QS, while his workmen, undor the gupetinte&deiuta of 
Mr Jamas Cribbefl, school tttflMer, were engaged levelling the imfstB uf 
the playground, an in Hireling diftCi>v*ry full-length ekt> 
w,v* made. Within a space measuring 39 foet long by 17 feet 9 indie* 
braid no fewer then thirty-four cists were uncovered. The work at 
this part of the playground wua continued on 13th and completed on 
14th August.

The public school of L»ochars v> situated in the east end of the 
village, on a ridge of rising ground on which the Norman thureh and 
i» any Iioiuush an* er«4*d- 

At the extreme east end -f the village is the junction of the 
St Andrews road and the rood to Bnrtihri ntid Korea Links, whence 
this ridge continues in n north-easterly direction for atoll 200 yard* till 
it ftills to dm level of the Lady Well, utott 50 yards to the north of the 
public road which leads to Pitletliy House. 

This high part uf the village is elevated about 25 feet a1x>ve the road 
leading to St Andrews. From tlie main road, towards the centre nr the 
village, the school i» reached by u steep hrae, known in the vMimauUr 
M » tht Faith.” On either side of the school grounds are two pathways, 
of varying widths, both leading to tin* St Andrews road. The ground 
around the public school and d» two pathways refereed to are regarded 
ns belonging 10 the Commissi oners of "A nods mid Forests, atid at times 
jiro mad* uw of as hat ting-places for travelling showmen and caravan 
owner*. From tiro south umin wall of the school the playground 
extends titi feet in a southerly direction, with a gradual slope of 4 feel, 
tmd is enclosed with a semicircular wall 2 feat high, surmounted by it 
spiked iron railing. A strong retaining-wall 17 feet high was recently 
erected next to the St Andrews road, which at ilia foot of th* play¬ 
ground haa ton utilised in the formation uf sheds, serviceable to the

Mr Hubert (dh^on, joiner, Lrmtltan, stated that he re member# iiejng 
told that the soil, to the depth of £} feet, was at one time removed 
from off the Temple Hill by a Mr Reddle, farmer of I ^uchaia Castle, and 
sprvail mi a field to the south side uf the Si Andrews rood. Tilts 
particular field is directly opposite the school, and is known as tire 
** Ostel ” or 11 Orstiet"; and n local tradition linger#, and is still current, 
that the consecrated soil thus removed to the “Orallet’ field yielded 
lath- a ml scanty crops, scarcely worth the laliotir and osjH-nse; and it 
is further related that the farmer lom a valuable Jiorse while nt work in 
the same fold, which was regarded a* a judgment upon him for his 
vandalistic removal of the hncred soil. 

It appears that the site of the Leuduus school wo# in earlier time* 
occupied by a chapel, and that graves hod been formerly discovered on 
the site. 

The Rev, Mr Kettle, minister of the parish of Letnrbars, in the 
StatitHeai Aemttd for the year 1795, states:—“ A very little to the 
west of the present Church, once stood a (.'Impel culled* St Bernard'* ’ 
(.'Impel, No remains «.f this Monument of Antiquity nre now visible, 
the stone* of it having been used for common purposes. Round whore 
it stood are to Ire seen many graves, constructed of four and soma of six 
stones.

NOTES ON SCOTTISH SAMPLERS Bv t!< A. ^.tuekoil^ JLEl, CLM 

Ferhftp* no higher tribute has b*en paid to the industry and skill of 
Hie mimll child of a day gone by them the present croze on the port of 
grown-up people for collecting samplers, which craze Binned some twelve 
ye*r§ -igo* and still continues, A market value in consequence linn 
already bean established for such work, a value that in all probability 
will increase rather than diminish as time go** on* 

These samplers, for the mutt part, have been stitched bv children 
under thirteen yvare of age, and few that I have seen are the work of 
older people. ] 

Having discovered a quaint ami well-worked sampler in a cottage 
dose t" the Linlithgow end of Cramoml Bridge the aid bridge, which 
was rebuilt iu 1619—my thoughts were turned to Scottish sampler* in 
general. So far \ have not seen more than about a hundred and twenty 

•4i large number* however* to have come aare^ in than four 
tiiQUlhtt h time, I hit those [ hnvo seen clearly indicate that w r hat has 
been done in Scotland in the way of sampler embroidery iw, in most 
respects, similar to that done by English buys and girls during the same 
period ; and 1 include buys, because I have had through my hands tlir< 
^mnplew of several Scotch lad* which are as well done m those Pitched 
by the opposite box. 

What tins struck mo most about them ift* that in the Scutiiuh schools* 
or under a governess it home, the work 1ms been a little more careful,

I have JtA yet ri*an no Scottish sampler* uf tin- 17th century ; and 
previous to 173G 1 am not in it poaition to compare l-higlisk with Scotch 
embroidered, or simple croft** tilt bed, j^mphr-work. But judging by 
the number of sampler* 1 have awn which wore worked after 173o, I 
may say that on the whole Scotland has turned out, if tinytliliig, beliur 
work in thin direction than England has done ^ and most certainly tho 
pictorial effect and general decorative appearance of Scottish sampler* 
stitched 1 1n ring the latter part of tin*' 3Stb and in the 19th century, 
must be looked li[K>u as n little *u]tenor to what bos been attained over 
the Border. 

Thai c hoi lining and tbstmetivu lamk, 'I'he Samper ami Tajtfrfnj 
Kjrtbrotderi&, by Marcus IS. lluidi, LL.lk (Longtnan^ Green & Go,, 

1900), which ftlsii contain* a chapter on stitch work by Mrs (Rachel) 
Hand, give* us a large mmi Iter of itlmdimluiiui, many in colour, of the 
Kugltsh ebiid’h work, as well bus that of tho adult. On ]k of that 
volume the author maintains that the muon tPcire of the average 
mm teen th -can tujy sampler has been entirely neglected, mid that the 
Tow's of alphabets and figure* on it how ]wm omitted* This may have 
Wn tlie ease wills smmplsrsi worked by the children of rich people, 
but by rin means ivas it so with the poorer Claras of Scotland; 
Tut mure than four-fifths of the .samplers, dated 1E50 to ISfiJi, which 
[ have seen, show huh alpha Wt* and figures; and In not a few 
specimen* two or three, sometime* more, ee[& of alphabets varying 
in diameter, 

lu several of them I have noted that the original raimti d'etre uf all 
has lawn idMerved - f that not only lettering and figure* have linen 
included* I ait towa of ptttenu tn careful ami varied stitch, a* samples 
of embroidery work, one under the other, simitar to what we see in 
mo£t of thu samplers of the aevantenith century and up till the middle 
uf the eighteenth;, which point* to the fact that in the lower class 
schools uf Scotland the sampler ho a, right up to the se vent ins of Sant 
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century* preserved ii$ initial use; fbnnl that w:i# mainly m instruct, and 
serve ns ti copy for future use* 

The ttirtitit dated sampler iil Great Britain which we know of bear*, 
I bellefre, the date IfltS. It Ih:,, or wa% in tin? fm^iriun of Mr.- Head, 
who wrote for TA# Retto/mry [January 1902) 11 The Development and 
Decay of the Sampler** 1 Bui this is wrought by the hand of an 
English girL 

Several people who have already written on samplers would give the 
reader the impre^iun that they thought a very specimen they met with 
should he worked on the same pi am ronUin the (tame ornament anil 
the prime wording. On# vmfcer think' it a great rarity when «he iituk 
only a single example containing “The Grace of our Lord rr neatly 
stitched oil the linen; and the same writer thinks It strange to tv&*\ of 
Kiunpkrs which have eoruuelH on them* where tiie initial letters nr* 
worked **Lo& and mt Mott these, ;is they appear in specinaosis of her 
own collection, 

IV e are not to believe that oiiq patient was created f"F the EngUdi 
world to i-opy* and that iiolttdy wu- intended to diverge in th# 
from that particular design. Since we know that samplers have been 
worked continuously from the days nf Queen Elizabeth* it U not 
surprising 10 find a great deal of variety in design, of subject* arrange¬ 
ment and ti.-cUiuque, eo to #|Miak t "i stitch-work, id th. sampler; and 
wt! need not wander if we come upon scvoml Imndn-d showing t lully 
different patterns. 

In my experience I have found that the simpler* of the nineteenth 
century, wince the introduction of Bua.nl Schools and other institutions* 
bear a cotitiderablfi amount uf resemblance ntie to another ; hut thi« 
earlier on# works back in the history uf the sampler the mote varied 
does it appear, thus showing that each home to some extent created its 
own design, though patterns of some of the borders and other omaiuema 
were* doubtless* handed down from One generation to tmetbr, atid wens 
originally. perlinpH, aecprlretl from Bntnc old juLtam-Uiok. 

Children of one particular m-Iloo!* however* Hiem to have stitched the 
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same subject with hut little modification ; hence wa do, now and again, 
come across u Uw that are even almost identical in detail, lint I li&vo 
not yet found an instance of two distinct schools esnh giving its pupil* 
exactly the same pattern from which tu work: them bna always been 
some peculiar di faro nee in design. 

I have *o far not ascertained the date of the earliest printed pattern 
|>ook for sampler work ; indeed t I have only seen Fewrel modern works, 
published so recently as I860 and IS82. Of eon***? when snob Wks 
became piipubr the simpler to 11 large OXtent lost its inlvre^t, and 
originality of design ccored to cost in most quartern e*rt&tnly in schools, 
if not in the private homo, 

Mrs Conyers Morrell writes an intelligent pamphlet concerning n 
Collection of 01*1 Nmttmorh put More the public some years ago by 
iVfanimrn & Free body of Loudon* We ure told fare thnt books of 
cross-stitch pattern^ were printed in the seventeenth nnd eighteenth 
centuries* ami that they were widely dtcuhird, but ire now extremely 
lean* in their original farm* The town of Nuremberg, in I74S T ww 
responsible for one oF these. tt “give* a well-nigh endless assortment 
■if border*, and of tbe conventional va>e and flower forms, birds, Wats h 
etc,/’ which we find introduced into so many simpler* of eighteenth 
cctutiry diao.

I have probably seen in any more Scottish sampler* than 
liavhj come under the notice i^f Mr Huidi, ami yet I have found hi in to 
!w ipiite correct here. The only ) peculiarity in design—if il inuy Imh 
looked upon a^ such—which ho* s*o fur struck me alimit eaiupiers worked 
in Scotland is the peculiar form of the peacock. In all the ilLuatmtlotm 
of English sampler* to 1* fu?en iil Mr HiualiV large volume, there i* top 
peacuek deigned like the noble birds which I have come across in at 
least twenty Scottish samplers Mr bluish rejir^ucifl Mary lkiyland’s 
work (fig, of hk lwxik), in which are throe peacocks stitched like 
that in Alison Robertsons (fig. 5) r kindly lent me hy Mrw While of 3

name, It may have l^en dene by ati English girl. Of it may bo 
Sluttish. It would lw interesting to know if the design originate*I 
in Scotland. At least two modem artists have brought up this old 
rendering of the peacock in their designs, and very quaint and elegant 
it it:, too. 

1 do not find the peacock mentioned in Mr Huish's List of various 
forms of orrmmeutntjoji, showing the earliest dates at whfch they appear 
on dated samplers that have come under lib observation* Senm three 
hundred specimen* wore analysed, which enabled him to assign approxi¬ 
mate dates to ti lose not dated,

If the collector Imina these dates in hit mind's eye, he will be able to 
harm a rough impression of the age of an undated sampler, which may 
nerve him in good stead when it comes to buying or selling. 

With such an exhaustive work on English samplars before hb cw tlufct 
t*k which 1 have referred, it is unnecessary for me to enter here into the 
history of the sampler; for what applies io England's work in this 
dir-'ctiou, I imagine, applies equally to that of Scotland; neither do I 
intend todtaouts its general use in the past, which is obvious enough, or its 
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runny shapes ond form*, wnd treatment with varied al-itcht^ and so forth, 
about all of which Mr Lltii&h and Mb Head have already had so much to 
Hay, I will ho content with alluding to « few of the beat aped mens I 
have hnd the good fortune to see iny-celf in Scotland during the punt 
few mouths. 

First of nil let sib tuna to the Cnunond Bridge, or “ IJoJiueny "aattgrier* 
as wo will call it, Tim sight of it prompted L>r Joseph Anderson, when 
1 fthnwed it him, to remark that a paper on Scottish satnphTH would Ih* 
of interest to this Society. 

Tliis, owing to its w^ocbtionft, is perhaps one of t he most interesting

The sampler* worked at this school itppear to have Wti exceptionality 
well dene. The best of tmt T which were shown to me in the Cramond 
Bridge cottage^ is hen* reproduced (6g. 2); but it requires colour to do it 
full jusiu'o. AUhinigh stitched with woollen thread nearly fifty years ago p 
its many hues are os bright ami rich in Umt lo-day its they w^na when 
MU-i Linkaum, the worker, was *evcn year* old. It is a marvellous piece 
of work for a child rh young; hut I have seen an illustration of nnothcr 
sampler, quite its equal, Pitched by n sevcn-yem-thl in England ; and 
this as referred to by Air Hiii&h in his lnx*k. 

Apart from its associations with Long Green SSchuo] and the Primrose 
family, and the fact that Miss Linkstoh 1 * father, now eighty-five, was

etc, p from work she bn* seen in Old Italy. Mr* Sellar has very kindly 
lent me fwvcud specimen* of early Florentine embroidery, which show 
the zigzag “jfajartiw " pattern (representing flames or lighlniiig).

Among the families buried in the private ground* and vaults of thia

This tablet was originally in t he church, and 
w«us built into the CroighaB burial&isl** the ancient choir* at the rebuild¬ 
ing cf the church in 18*0- The aide having become minerals, it wus 
removed in 1875, from whence all lr„ice ol the interesting nId tablet was 
lost. Its inscription and design hud been copied, however, by tin- late 
RevdL Wm. Hordimm; and in SoptciflWr of 1908 u restoration of the 
tablet wm unveiled within the duirdi by the donor, Lieut.-Gen. Sir 
dnmv^ Rattray r K.CJL uf CnJghatl-Rattiny. The Lyon Kiu^ui-Aniis

the one already deicrit>ed, Accordiugly I determined to follow this 
himl bond tsr stratum round the cl iff to the north. Thera nbmving a 
rabbit or mt hole burrowed in the sand dose in to lJm> rock, I decided to 
dig down at this point, keeping the hole os a guide. After a depth of 
a in mi I 5 verticil I feel had lieen excavated, the jicrp&uriicular rock suddenly 
took a horizontal position, and this 1 soon ascertained to lie the roof of 
another cave, which I had lieeti fortunate enough in discovering. 

In attempting to clear ail entrance towards the north, an immense 
harrier of rook was almost immediately tmtotiiiterad, which precluded a 
view of the cave Itcing obtained from the sna. I tc tween the top of this 
I mirier and the month of the cava* haweviir* there wio* a Apace of about 
5 feet, which was Oiled with sand. The entire interior of Hie cave, to 
within about 6 inches of the roof, was also jilted with sand* which hud 
been blown in by the prevailing westerly winds.

Thy photograph (fig. 2) taken by myself shows cl view of thy Circdiv 
Rotwcen this Stone Circle and the Heather Pork there are B^varal 
places where there are etip-tnoiked Wider*, -and for 2 miles to the 
WOHI of the AchtiD Burn they are still more numerous, hut none are 
Lu liny way remarkable. They are til most all ut about from SOG to 1200 
feet above ses-leWL Oil this Hide of the Joke there are very few lower 
down. It is, however, fusible that extended cultivation may have led 
to the destruction of the boulders on which they once jmj have lH?eu f 
hut t think this unlikely. 

Lacking sit the ancient mnnumeiit* of this district, there eeem to he 
three fairly marked vumtifcA And yet it is difficult to my exactly 
wherein the difference consists. There are high places, whose prominent 
feature may be a rock or a bn older or a plain titonu circle. They never 
«em to be associated with burials, and the stone circles have no mounds 
it cairns or stories outside of the plain circle. Then them ute the circles 
lower down, more elaborate, rind having a later and mote developed look 
about them, and associated with burials, like the one at Croftmorag, 
Then there are single Etarces, groups of two or three, and small circles 
iipp:ireally of different [hticmIs, and probably all of them monuincmul. 
This in the impression which they leave on my mind, and for which I 
can give very little proof. 

In the Hook uf Gtur/h uwi GUm/ymi it is mentioned on ^ge 29? that

ON THE MOUNTING OF LEAF SHAPED ARROW HEADS OF FLINT.

Of all the iniiiiy thousands of arrow-heafUi lliat have been collected 
ftt>m time to time, very few have beau found with the shaft Attached, 
One isL figured in the Gntofopu# 0 / /As /io?/a/ irfjfi A'*whmtf t veil. L p, 
’254, Tikis was a stemmed anil barbed arrow, and it is stated that there 
a-an ^[wkrt of in brim-wood whafl with portion of Us gut-tying still 
attached. ' In the Journal of the Roynl Hutorieai nnd Artfurotogicat 
Amxittti&u 0 / Ireland, 4th se?^ if(i|. vil, theirs in figured on the plait? faeing 
page 127 an arrow-herd found tea Kmiestown Bog, County Antrim, with 
a portion of the sink ft mul the tying of gut or sinew, This specimen had 
an indented base and vtas inerted in a .slit in the shaft, but the tying 
of gut or *5 new hml apparently nothing ten do with securing the arrow- 
heml in the shaft. I believe the use of the tying was to prevent the shaft 
from splitting when the arrow struct the object It vrm aimed at. There 
wda cl whitish substance in the cleft of thft shaft, which it is supposed 
wsih cement* A rtt^mEntd anrow-hmd ia figured by Keller in Ntrim Lake 
thrfJlin$* t 2nd cd*j vol, ii.j pi. xxxix.

It Es in reference to the mows 1 ting of loaf^htiped arrow* and spear¬

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point, and that in the Fyvk example tin- arrow was most likely in sis 
proper portion when figured. 

In the summer of 1S05 an arrow-head of the leabshaped kind* thin 
nod finely mode, was found in Tecslum Ikig p about 3 mile* north of 
Ktdlymaim, County Antrim* 1 1 si ring the time of peat-cutting. The 
peat^spade struck the arrow, and tliml nuracted the attention of the 
workmen, and while 1 believe a shaft must have l>eefi present none 
was observed* or thought of, and, the arrew-hw! only wa* extracted 
If a -Audi bed been present^ a labourer might not think of looking for 
it, and he would likely regard it m one of the numerous smcill twigs or

that tbe spew-haid had fallen nn its edge instead of on one of in? flat 
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facea. Both faces would thun lie exposed to the action of tlw weather. 
The shaft, Loo + would not be lying close tn the moist, ground and would 
thus dry and shrivel anil thereto not protect so hroml el spare. This 
specimen was found in Craigs Bog, about 5 mile* from Ballymena, in 
the summer of 189$, It » shown in fig, 3. 

Neither of tile last two specimen* attracted any attention ;it the time 
they were procured, and lay unnoticed ti]] a few mouths a^o. t may 
have nther example in my collection, but* El so, I have not m yet found 
them. I remember a apenr-head which I exchanged with u collector for 
cm ancient golii urnrmmnb and 1 have u distinct recollection of swing the 
band of lighter colour down the centre, hut at ihr thm- I did not know 
what it meant. The gentleman is now dead, and his collection ha? been 
dispersed or acquired by some museum, i fear this specimen could not 
lie traced, 

In stemmed arrow-heads the central i:mg or stem wns nu doubt used xjo 
tie the shaft to + The tings are usually stout and strong and suitable 
for that purpose* Triangular in-rowdicadg, thw with indented base anil 
« variety of the stemmed kind with tii unite central tangs, were no doubt 
inserted in a deft in the ahull, like ilm dL.^ribed il*jvo from 

UCajicstown Ihaving a tying of gut behind the arrow-head to prevent 
the shaft from splitting, with probably some cement Ui fix the arrow¬ 
head iu the deft and prevent ite moving from side to side. In those 
cases I believe the cleft portion of the shrift only passed f"t it very 
abort distance along the laces of thu arrow, hut in the leaf-shaped, tile 
Icwenge- and the kite-sliapud, tin? shaft, judging hy the evidence of lb a 
example front Fyvje and that which is now produced, went t-i the point 
of the arrow, probably secured by cement. Perhaps there was a tying 
round th# slm/t to prevent splitting, though there is do appearance of 
anything of ihu kind Lei the Kyvie example. The thinness of the leaf 
and kindred kinds uh cum]aired with the slenmii'd and indented, and tlu 
polishing of the faces of our larger Irish spear-head^ jairtioulnrly the 
kltedmjjed kind, can lie better undmtood when we see how much the 
thinness would fadlftate the paeuliar mode of shafting in these chiasm 
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of arrow- mill ^pear-heads. From swing soma of the black matter 
iifii'Ji 1 imagine to 1m cement in the Afuuce that the stem must Imvo 
oequjihfil in fig. 1, t imagine that cement bad been laid on the faces 
of llie am".v.head and the shaft squeezed tightly down* The two 
lines of black matter would probably represent what hod oozed out 
on each side. 

ff cement was used, as I consider probable, we have to consider what 
whs the nature of it and where it was found. In the Swiss Juke 
dwellings they had nuphaJt os a cement for fixing arrow-head* and axes 
in the abaft, hot in Ireland we have no natural substance, so far as I 
know, which could be used in the same way. The dark-coloured sub- 
stance appearing on fig, 1 reminds me of shoemakers 1 wax. Wax of this 
kind, though now made differently, was formerly made by boiling resin 
and tallow together. It is a question whether the people in the time 
«h«n arrow-heads of flint wore in use could have procured sufficient 
resin from growing pine-trees or from bog-Sr to make such a cement. 
Provided they could, no doubt such fat «h they could procure from 
animals which they killed would do to mix with the resin, and thus 
tnnke the necessary cement, 

I have always thought that if the ancient people had invented the 
making of putty, it would have been an excellent cement. From seeing 
the whitish substance iu the cleft of the shaft found in the Kanes town 
lkg, which l took to if cement, 1 at once thought of putty. Putty m 
made by mixing whiting, that* i* limestone ground to n powder, with 
linseed oil. If the fat of the animal* which they slaughtered for food 
had done as well as linseed oil to mix with powdered limestone, a 
question I am hot sure of, then I should think they may have known 
the use of putty, us at the prehistoric site of Whitepark Hay I Lava 
obtained several pieces of limestone, Wb ground and scraped. My idea 
at the time of fin-ling theso specimens was, tlmt tin- people laid ground 
the chalk rock and scraped it In order to got a white powder with which 
to paint llicir persons, just ns pieces of ha-matito were similarly rubbed 
and scraped to get red powder for a similar purpose; but seeing that they 
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knew how to obtain powdated limwtapc, it only required a suitable 
ingredient to mix with it to make il the cement in question. 

There h another wy good homely cement used in the north of 
Ireland for Mending broken crockery. This is a unit lire of curds uiid 
lime. Possibly a knowledge of this cement may have reached hack to 
prehistoric tiroes. I think the jwnple even then could have provided 
both uigrcdiorita, and, if they could, judging from effects which I have 
Been, they could hove had no better cement. Possibly they tuny have 
known of some equally good binding imiterial^ the knowledge of which ia 
lost. That cement of some kind wia necessary, and was, used* I iliink 
there oiti Ihi no doubt.

.SOME NOTES FROM THE RECORDS OF THE EUliGJf OF K1LMAUH5 
By ALFRED CHARLES JONAS, F,S.A. Scot. 

The ancient records of births, marriages nan! deaths and local records 
generally f dealing with ccdeaLA*ticfll and savil matters, are f in their Laid 
state, hardly likely to arrett the nituntion of a casual reader of she 
twentieth century. Hidden, however, in many such records fact? nr*> 
found, which here very much on the history of our country, and nro 
unrecorded any where else. Often in a comer uf an old tattered page, a 
few wurdn are fuLitiJ, full of interest to the antiquary, arcdueolngltt, and 
student of history. This in my experience, from the many tnmscriptiens 
l have made from such record*. For, after all* h not the history of our 
country* if properly written, made up, more or less, of local history' l 

Thu origin of XiLiiunfrs m n town, like many other*, can l* traced 
only to its church, and on this Imaie we go to the twelfth centwtj, for in 
1170 Kiinuxum Church was granted to the Monks nf Kelso, this gift 
being several times confirmed, and was so by lugulratn, Bishop of 
Glasgow, who wm mack Chancellor by King L^avsd and continued in 
thirt offlec hy Malcolm- Inge] rum was consecrated Bikhop in 1164. 
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In 1450 Sir Robert Cunaingbimt’s son, Alexander, was .-rented Lord 
K Lima tire. In a military report of 1553-66 (the MS. of winch is in the 
Lottonimi Lollectioo, British Museum), among those “able men, fote anil 

bame '" for imimiliaie command* there is found “Kvlmawsc, Earl 
of Gltiiicajm.” 

Turning to the records from which my notes are taken, in 1G45 vra 
have the Interesting fact that the local authority filed the price at 
which straw- and corn should be sold thus: “Suo die nppoynt* Jon 
Riggert fur fiirneahinp straw and come, pryce of the com 10m ye pole, 
the battnl of straw being 6«-, under ya pane of fyve 1H ilk falyer. 7 ' In 
(Jetolxir 1017 we catch u glimpe of the precautions- taken bv Kil mourn 
authorities against the plague: “The qlkday James Smyth and And™ 
James are decerired in am* tlnlaw of ten pnnd for going out of the tuune, 
Wit flout MW pas to the pawebe of Larges, qr lire plague is, and to I* 
poyndit yr for. Elsewhere l find that Kilmaure contributed 102 marks 
for the relief of those stricken by the plague in Largs. 

AV e find that in 1648 the price at which “ tire cake of hreud was 
orderetl to he sold " won 15ss and “ the pynt of aid 2ss.“ Propr actommo- 
dattoti for.strangers was looked to, for in tire following year, on the I3ih 
of January, “The qlk day ilk oslar are onioned to have a tabling for 
four man nod horse wt in pat and drink, otherwyis to Ire discharged 
of brewing. This law was further augmented the next vear: “The 
qlk .bv it is statu ted that ilk o.dar refusing of strangers nntorlaitinrent 
in mane meat and drink and horse, slmll pay le „ panda money ilk 
faiizer, and in tyrae cumming to be discharged td brewing.'* 

So-called “free trade" does not atm to have Ireen looked upon with 
favour in Kihnnurs two and a half centum- ago, whatever may be the 
feeling there now, for it was ordained that * no perwoue qt soever wt in 
tire touire *l«di cary or transport Knil forth of the toutre, in Imrdeos or 
loads to Kilmntnok or Si* war tun, for selling iheirof, under the pue of 
fyvs pu nc,” 

It ii- well known, in certain quarters at least, that anciently Kiltumir^ 
was celebrated for its cutlery, more so than Irvine or Kilmarnock, both 
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or which ] utter had their cwtksHu The word ttritery embraces ft 
weapon* equally with a knife for domestic amt other purposes. If I mi 
not wrong, the word ha* U* origin an Sanscrit, and an Latin w* have 
“culter/ 1 In the sixteenth century scholars used “theca cuitelnriri" 
for a ease of, or for knives. However* there is little doubt but that the 
culler made daggers as well as knives. 

In 1G97 there a* on entry in Sir John Fendis's account book, “for 0 
Kilmaref kny fe^ + a furk p and eaifio 3 :0 £ 0. /Vk* -V Act&unt 
of Atjr*hir# t under the pariah of Kilmaur** menlinns that the town was 
famed for ins cutlery, hut does ml mention glove-making. Paterson, 
quoting this authority, nl&o appears ignorunt that the latter trade wets 
practiced in Kilmnut^ 

On the 0th June 1059 “Town court of EilfflOKs holdesu le ira]B* be 
Williuii Watson nnd David Bigger. Suita called. Court holly affirmed. 
The qlk day Johoe Lamhnightoim, Glover yr, pereued Hugh Boyd* Malt- 
mail, for thirtin four shilling scots money * resting of three pound sfrtine 
^hilling mare, as the |ujc? of gloves bought and received be him from 
the per at Ids wedding, dr for absent continues to the tiiat court*' 1 

Prom an entry dated 23rd October 1GGL we learn the name of the 
£jitl of Ghncairt* factor, to wit, Mr Walter Fonjth, Wad al«o the then 
pardon's toyinh " which was a “boil! of wad" and that was valued at

Not a few in this enlightened age think that many =u>c*lkd new 
enactment*, local imd otherwise, of oar day, sue is Lt rod need for the first 
time in the history of this country. Very often this is an i rror p and 
the longer one lives, and dips into the local history of the put, the 
more wo are inclined to cry out with a certain “ wise" num* * l Th*ro is 
nothing new under the sun/' 

When meal was sold, it wits so in legalised “ pokes/ 1 ' which had to I* 
■* sealed ” ns a guarantee that they were n lugisl measure: the Same with 
respect of M stoupes " used for the sale of “drink/' Further, the |i*rsioii

ESfen the seeker 
after r. I curious, pathetic, and iitiiiiring, will find much to in tarn t, in 
these dusty records, and l* an indication of the ordinary course of 
everyday life. Old burgh and church records are ahimst absolute 
guides on matters upon which they treat; for the Liiiti^u.Lriaiip they 
contain facta which are oft kmnttaikukblo from the ordinary sources, and 
area thus of inestimable value. These records very often throw a hitherto 
unknown light upon historical nobjeftta which otherwise would be a 
matter of doubt, and many a iui*sing link in b broken chela of circiim- 
stanwv which bos never been completed in any published history, has 
been found in such records.

Tin. mystery associated with tlie tragedy by wldeh Jame* Crichton of 
Elioeh iind Cluriy, belter known ns the Admirable Crichton, eldest wd 
of Robert Crichton, Uni of Session and Lord Advocate of Scotland, 
inet hie death, has never bean satisfactorily solved, and probably 
never will I*. All the doeitmenta, or copies of them, relating to 
the subject have been examined by the present writer (who is pie- 
paring n biography of Crichton), Ain I the most interesting of them era 
undoubtedly those which have been preserved in the archives of the 
Gouragas, the ancient ducal family of Mantua. 1 Even these—which 
have never been dealt with in smy previous account of Crichton—leave 
the writer in a suite of dubiety as to the precise tminiiDr in which 
L rich ton met his death, but they me extremely useful in that they 
conclusively prove the date of his death, which has always fae«, a 
disputed point, owing to Hie fact that there are in existence several 
poerae by Jacobus Critonius ffcotu^ variously dated Mediolanum {Milan), 
I58A and U5B5. two and throe years after the date of the death of the 
Admirable Crichton given us by Aldus Munutius in his bountiful 
“ tn Meiaminm " lines, in which referem* is made to Crichtons pnsaiug 
ewiiy in his twenty -second year. Crichton was born on the Ifitli <if 
August 1500. and the year of his death, therefore, must have been 1582,

It will be noticed that the accounts of tlie tragedy given in the 
Gimraga letters do not ogre® in every particular. The present writer 
has no intention of pnauiug judgment : the letters and the facts aa to tin- 
per*®imf chnrau Uu of the parties speak f-»r tbcm^lve^. 

Crichton 1 ! body was left in Serena's pharmacy awaiting burin]. No 
order, however* came Front the Court of Mantua, and Crichton'* servants, 
who wen; without- money, placed him in a well-tarred coffin ami hod him 
buriud privately in the neighhoamig church of Sun Simone. The people 
of .Manl.ua were indignant at thin aha rueful abandonment of one who had 
been popular in the town, ami ill a letter to Zibnimqnth the Ca&tdlau

And now, having dealt with the CouzuEra papers, we may uttempt a 
solution of the mystery as to the nppfcanilltie of a Jumca Crichton, n 
Scotsman, In Milan in the years 1584 and 1585. W> have heeu enabled 
to date the Admirable (.’richion's death indisputably, and as heretofore 
he ban bwn credited with the poems of another James Crichton, we will

NOTICE OF THE DISCOVER V nF TWO STONE COFFINS AT 
TITKERRO* WITH NOTES ON THE CHRONOLOGICAL SEQUENCE 
OF STONE CISTS, Rv ALEXANDER HUTCHESON, F,SlA, Scot, 

On 6 th December 10-02, while workmen were digging n drain from 
a now Ir^lge nt the south eiitnince gateway lo Titkernp Hnnge, near 
Braaghtj Fern-, the property of Lieut.^Coh Douglas Did. n italic coffin 
wm uncovered. It foy at a distance of 15 ya ids north from the public 
road bo Kmgoimie, uml about 140 yards cast froiu the lodge* I got 
tiuily inti million of ii, end Iobi no time in visiting the place, which I 
did within a few bourn niter the discovery trus made. Unhappily, the 
workmen had by tVuit time cleared out the contents with a spade ; other- 
ways the coffin wits undisturbed* 

The coffin, hereinafter referred to els No. 1, was oi the fulldt ngth 
tape rid type* formed of thin hUIw ef stone act on edge* three atones lo 
the length of each side; i he ends* each of m single atone ; the stone 
which formed the foot being a Lightly sloped outward* us in the modem 
coffin of wood. It measured internally on floor 5 feet inches lung, 
IS indies wide ut head, 16 inches wide at centre, whence is. tapered 
more rapidly to a width of S inches at font, In this respect it differed 
from, und doubtless took precedence of, the comm* ml form uf this type of 
coffin, which is widest at ehouhbra and lApcred to both ends like the 
modem wood coffin. The eoffin was 12 inches deep internally, It Imd

One of the things that used to interest visitors vm [he avenue of 
1°»S* *J««eh trees skirled iiew and them with holly, showing that they 
had been eiiduacd with holly hedges, t>witij» to nis;olenit«l by 
the fumes from t latbsak Oil work most of those trees, showing signs 
-f decay, have lieen cut down within the Inst five or six years. At the 
south-east comer of the house are some large yew trees, apparently quite 
healthy, one of which measurer 9 feet 6 inches in circumference at 
1 feet from the ground. More than a dozen other yews of a different 
variety, jut! much smaller, look unhealthy, There are also some fine 
sycamore* about the place, 3>r Simpson, in (.be AVer Slulinticnl Account, 
says that at Del field, though the position is exposed, there were soma 
very fine sycamores ; hut these find all gone to the saw mill previous 
to the death of the laic Earl of Morton in the first quarter of the List 
country. On the cast of the house, and at mi equal distance to she 
w-tt, are two email ijrlrle, waited in, called the esster and wester orchard*, 
each containing a I out two acre#. Along the walls -row apple, pear, 
and plum irt-fi!., .Home of which carried fruit sixty years ngo. Ilerdiv 
line now remains. 

The whole estate seems to have l*?en walled in ; and moat of thedykrw, 
with only n turf coping, aru still intact, after two hundred years' exposure 
to the elements. On the south aide of the house, mme 20 yards off, 
there is the l^miii nr well of a fountain in dressed stone. To the south 
of that, Home 20 ynrrt* distant, is a punklnptd pond, now filling up. 
Whether the ‘ Uiphant* constructed this for ornament, uj whether it 
previously existed as u flab-pond, cannot now bo known; the water 
supply has always been ample. 

Somewhere nhont 1844 my father cut out of a recess over the stair the 
HUna-i* bust of a gentleman—there were also the fragments of n lady.

In his 
reply Mr \PCull sold he thought the initial* and the parties named were

The internal me^ureiEHmt* of the hnH coinpartinentaru 3 feet G inches 
by 2 feet I 1 inches, and of lb c second 3 feci 5 indies by about 3 feet. 
The compartment* were fitted with ^oiS mid atones, many of which were 
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fimjiU elabs, probably representing portions of an upper built section of 
the chamber will. The floor of each compartment, showed the usual 
layer of Mack soil and charcoal. Fragments of burnt hone were foil mi in 
this soil, but in very .-miring amount, and pieces of * large vessel of 
pottery, a dint knife, three flint flake*, and portions of CorrfegilJs 
pitch stone were recovered.

The thitd chamlier (lig, 15) u rather mure complete, though om- wall 
hint been removed in the quarrying of the caitu. It nun from the 
western hunk of the calm toward*! it? centre in n direction "O' aontti of 
cast (magnetic), ft mwunires over nil 22 foot, and is divided into (force 
compartments by two septal slabs. At the western end a slab of 2 Je el 
4 inches broad by 6 inches thick ia set at right angles to the elmmW 
wall, and clearly forms one of the portal stones Beyond thin, ami prob- 
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ably to support it, U a thin slab (2 fret 6 inebes by 3 inches), set 
on edge, while 2 foot 8 inches from this is & smaller stone (1 foot 
3 indies by & inches), which probably served the same purpose for the 
second and missing portal stone* The blocks forming the wall of the 
chamber are specially heavy. The Htoiu furthest removed from the 
portal Is 7 fret 1 inch Long by 2 feet thick, the second is 4 fret 7 
inches long by 12 inches thick, and the first is 4 feet long by 19 
inches at its base, whom it rwtft on the ground. Between this stemo 
and the flrat eeptiii stone there is on interval of l foot 4 mcW, which 
is filled up by a building of small tint stonosp piled horizontally. The 
cross stones are unusually heavy, ami their upper edges are only about 
it foot below the upper edges, of the side stones. The third crots atone 
is 18 inches higher than the others, and is the end atone of the chamber* 
The compartment an larger than usual, the first measuring in its 
long axis § fret 4 indies, the second 6 fret, ami the third 4 fret 9 
inched The depth o! each is about 3 fret 2 itidies. The breadth of 
the chamber cannot be determined,, owing to the absence of the north 
walk Tins septal stones stand 3 feet 2 inches above the floor* 

The central compartment was first completely cleared* It was full 
of Large stones from this surface of tlie eami* flrtniy impacted; it hod 
obviously been thoroughly emptied on some previous occasion, Xo 
relics were found. The other compartments being in the some condition, 
it wag, not considered worth while to expend further lalmur on them. 

The cairn is specially ronmrkablo in possessing throe chamber*. 
It ia the only caini in Armu or Bute in which such an arrangement 
prevails* At Gleckna1>ae, in Bute, n cairn occur* with two chambers, 
but thaw are formed of one comportment only* The point will be 
discussed in a Inter paragraph.

On the high ridge above the old sea-cliff near Samioi, nearly opposite 
the no-called "Rocking 8 rone v on the shore, in the rnlnnant of ft cairn. 
It measures flO feet long by 31 feet hroud p and arpo^d on the surface 
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before excavation were three open and rifled cists. I noted the site of 
these cists in my paper in volume xxxviiL of tho Proc&diiig*. One of 
these was definitely a short cist, B ftbt G inches square, neatly built* and 
having all the daliei on the same level. The other two cist* woe Wgur, 
ran i ei th li same lim? BLB.E, and AV.iWW, and were only -t feet apart. 
The appearance ami the largo size of these mats suggested that we had to 
do with a chamber. There was no appearance, however of aide clones 
between the cista, mad on surface examination the only pussiblo de¬ 
scription of tho structure was that of lwo casta m juxtaposition. I 
mention these details because this structure h an excellent example of 
tho futility of surface descriptions. Whoa tho space between the ciets 
was explored, it was discovered lhat the structure was in reality a 
chamber of three compartments* the middle compartment having the 
peculiarity that one of its walls was formed by n thici flag coneiidcraMy 
below the level of the Inins vewe stones, whi]te tho other has represented 
by a rude building or piling of stones on one another. 

There ia no sign of a pair of portal stones aiul no evidence of a frontal 
semicircle* The chamber measures over all 12 feet ID inches <% | G), 
The north compartment measures 3 feet 8 inches in tho long axis* by 4 feet 
la the transverse axis of the trench. The cast fitone is a large flag of 
hard rod aitidsEone, 6 feet 3 inches long p and overlapping tho aide 
stone of tho middle compartment on its outer Bide by li inches.

The elm eh her which is here the subject of description is shunted a few

It k not a portal stone of a chamber; on the other hand, it is hardly 
possible to recognise in it a membrr of a circular setting, if the abort 
i-M,-ii. be the central primary interment.

Analysis uf Data. 

Sfrwrfure,—In my earlier papers mi the i dm- id Arran and Bure, 3 
was able, hy piecing together the data regarding the various cairns 
examined, to recouckuct the original form and plan of a lyjT* of 
chumbsrod cairn occurring in the south-vre.sL of StotlmnL My Jtfiniii' >n 
of the typical monument run ns follows:—is a large rectangular 
cairn with a definite grumnl-filan, onee marked off lii all probability by 
a ssttifig of flagstones. At one end this Ketttiig is d tapped in a semi¬ 
circle, and bounds n space leading to the ports! of a chamber which 
occupies one end of the cairn. The dLimiter is termini of two factions, 
a deeper, built of large atones iet on edge, bounding a t rendu-like space, 
divided into compartment by soptid slate set right ueroHs the floor; 
and an upper, built of small flags placed horizontally upon the upper 
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edges of the- stones forming the basal j Motion. The object of this upjmr 
section is twofold: to afford head-room within the ch&tatar* and to 
provide a level surface for lha roofing flags to rest upon. There ih no 
passage of approach* but merely a portal of mtm toe pineal aome distance 
above the floor, Thu cotap&rtttmata contain the remains of sevvrsd 
successive interments, Lite bones being in some cases Utiburnt, m others 
burnt Associated with the interments are found implements of atone 
only + and voxels of pottery made of a dark pasta and with rounded 
bottom.” 

The present investigations have yielded in the cairn at Hast ikimaxi 
a beautiful example of the typical structure* in a stage of denudation 
where the surface of the cairn has been removed, the roof and upper 
built section of the chamber demolished, but the frontal -omieircular 
setting preserved It forms a connecting link* not hitherto observed, 
between the still further denuded mom iimen to, such as the Giants’ 
Graves at Whiting Bay. where only single atones remain to suggest the 
original frontal semicircle. If any doubt existed as to the original plan 
of thsm monuments, it Ey removed by ihc knowledge wo now liave of a 
continuous eerie ■+> from the nearly jierfeci monument at Cam Han, m 
the head of KEItuory Water, through all stagw of denudation and 
demolition, down to such ft structure as the Torlin Gists jic Lagg, 

The fact that the base of the cairn at East Beni tan m edged on the 
eteejily-Hbping aide of the knoll nn which it h placed* by an under- 
sit ructuTe of targe atones laid on r.he flat, is of interest, a* revealing a 
feature not Wore observed at nny other site in Arrau, while a vertical 
J5lah hero and them oil the lateral margin confirm* the coiielusints 
previously arrived at, that, as in the northern serie& of dmmbered caimg, 
the outline wia marked <dT hy n setting of stones, such as we «eu ti the 
homed <usd. 

In my account of the cairns in Bute I was able to bring forward 
some evidence in favour of the idea that the culture of the chambered 
cairn degenerated in tfitn. I described certniu contracted chamber?, and 
one cairn at Gleekmit «iie, in which there were two chambsts reduced tr. 
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a single compartment or mcgalithic cist. Regarding these chambers I 
wrote: "It will he noticed that they differ from the typical structures 
within the field of my personal observation; yet, notwithstanding the 
structural differences, the Essential idea is the same* They arts chambers 
provided with a portal of en trance, indicating the custom of successive 
interments in one vault, Taking the calm m a whole, however, there in 
no indication that it is a structure with a definite rcfatloEi-diip to one or 
other of the clmmltCrs, nor that it formed with a chamber a monument 
expressive of a single structural idea, 

“The untilne atid general plrni is no doubt gone beyond recall; but ua 
both chambers must have been placed at the edge of the cairn from the 
firet, their relative position indicates that It cannot have? been a structure 
such m the great cairns iis&rciated with the larger segmented tflinmbmL" 
The Ardenedom monument now described b another example of a 
reduced chamber, but it differs in the relatively great height of the 
portal stones from the fitccknnltae chambers, in which they did not rise 
higher than the chamber wall, while there is no stone in the Ardeundao] 
chamber eet across the portal to complete its fourth side, us in the Bute 
examples. The absence of the covering cairn at Ardunadam prevents 
our knowing whether, a* at Glccknabue, the plan of the cairn related to 
Lhiif ty|>s of cliambcr departed from the original idtfc 

In the two calms at Bloirmom described in, this paper we seem to liava 
exam plea of n departure from the original plan of the cairn without 
serious departure from the original structural idea of the uhct(ibfcrs + In 
the Duniui Ikng calm it b possible either that the jmaller Routh chamber 
is a secondary intrusion on a typical monument, or lb at the euim 
wtm originally horned at both ends. In the case of the I hmnn Mor 
cairn, however, it is not possible to ovoid the conclusion, cither that two 
of ihi! difttulie™ are secondary and placed without respect to Ul0 
structural idea of th■ 1 whole, or that the entire structure represent* u 
departure aft iw'fic from the typical plan. In either ease the cairn 
must, 1 think, Iw taken as representing a stage in the degeneration of 
the chambered cairn which sterns to liavo culndrmted at Gbcknaliac, 
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fiiipleut is'ti ##. Such implements ai have hesn found ure of stone. As 
yet no evidence is forthcoming that a knowledge of metal had reached 
imr artfjj when chambered caime wens building. The occurrence of 
fragments and flakes of Cnrriogills pitchstone is repeated. They have 
been noted at all tlic sites exairuled in Amui and Bute, and Mr J, A. 
Ilalfoiir lias at last solved t be problem why they should be found along 
with flint flukes by demonstrating to tire Society that arrow-heeds were 
“Mf tnnnijffleuifed in Arran out of this materiel. It seems to have 
Iteen used ns u substitute for flint. 

Poitertj.— Tlie pottery recovered is unfortunately fragmentary, A 
piece of typical black ware forming the wall of a howl like vessel was 
found in tire East Beutian chamber, but the special interest under this 
head centres in the urns found in tho south cliambcr in Lire lower enira 
at Bljormere, and the corresponding chamber in the upper cairn. 

The urn recovered in tho south chamber at Du nan Beag is u 
richly ornainunted rbit-lnitiomed vessel resembling in the style of 
iu decrati-m vateli of the beaker tliuis. It is unfortunately too 
fragmentary for nJeonstruotion, but it luw clearly t«an a siuullisli v^.-el 
of the honker type, and its association with thr- ,. T id piece of it jot 
necklace such as is guiteftlly associated with unbumt interments in 
-Imrl cists, brings it into the category of tho Bronze Age ceramic. it 
has already bwti suggested that the chamber in which it was found 
represents a secondary intrusion in a typical cairn. In the absence of 
any signs of n secondary short cist within the chamber, we uiugt 
iLfisimm tluit the urn and jet plate belong to the primary deposit. 
They therefore constitute a strong proof of the contention that the 
(dumber is a transitional structure, Wonging to n phase i n which the 
chambered cairn culture was merging with tire intrusive short cist 
Golture* 

Thu uni found in the south chandler in Duimn Mor culm is too 
fragmentary to be taken ns evidence, but its ebareotere in general 
corroborate the conclusions drawn from tbe structural features of tire 
mamitDMit,

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Character of Interment, — -As m Cornier occasions, th* flour of the 
compartments was inv^riobly, when it was undisturbed^ covered by a 
toy or of block earth* and in every chain W fragment* of wood charcoal 
occurred. In the south chamber of the lower eaim at Btoirmore the 
three LTitermeiHiH were of un burnt bodies ; in the north chamber in the 
same calm incuicomtion waa doubtfully indicated hy the finding of a 
fragment of burnt hone* while in the south chninlicr of the upper cairn 
the matter was put beyond doubt by n definite deposit of.burnt bones. 
Thu result of the recent hi vest Editions therefore leaves m in the *ame 
uncertainty an to the original practice. No data have yet emerged to 
determine whether inhumation Bttrrceeded or preceded incineration within 
our area during the chambered culm period* The eoncluflion seems forced 
upon one that both practices coexisted during the whole priod and from 
the first arrival of the clumber builders in the Clyde Banin. 

Human Retmim. — Unfortunately the itwas in the south dumber at 
Dunan Beag cai tn were so pulpy that no fragments could be recovered 
sufficiently complete to provide data for conclusions regarding the 
anatomical features of the skeletons. At most it cap be said that the 
perrons interred wejru of adult age.

The group of perforated atone hrmrnicrn winch m the subject of the 
present notice fa renifirkuhlu for ii.^ ainiilaHty of material, firm, md 
ornament, The niatfnnl is n hard, Jjght-cnloiHed liornstone, or 
dialcodony* or quaiU; the form is identical* and the pattern of the 
ornamentation is also identical. Yet ilie first examphi conies from

The special interest of this example Kes in the fact that the nnuunon- 
tation of the surface ha* been commenced, partially coined out, on I 
laft unfinished. Tire smaller end of the hammer has been actually 
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fm hiked by the grinding out of the pattern to the extent of seventeen 
lozenge-shaped spaces, which cover the whole of the rounded surface of 
that end. Seven teen small nicks are blocked out at equal distances on 
each of the margin* of the one side-face as guides for the commencement 
of the grinding out of the pattern on that side. On the opposite side- 
face the work has been carried further, ami along inch margin one can 
eight incipient lozenge-shaped spaces almost half ground out. It is 
difhcLih, however, to reconcile the blocking out of the pattern mi the 
opa lido* where seventeen nicks are made, with that nf the other* where 
only eight incipient lozenge-spaces are visible ; and one \% disposed to 
wonder how the jjattom won Id have turned out if the operator had 
proceeded with it to a finish. 

The fourth example (fig. 4) s*i uk> unfinished with reA|*scl to its decora¬ 
tion. I have not seen it* hut it h described and figured in the Anti- 
qvary (voL 37 p p. 99}* where it is said Lo have been found some time since 
(before 1901) in the parish of Quamford, Staffordshire, ami to bo now in 
the possession of Mr M. Salt, of Buxton, who has kindly presented n 
cast of it to the National Muslim, Tim stone of which the hammer 
is made is said to be hornsbon** It is of the some form m (ho 
otburfij but somewhat larger in size than any of them, king 3^ inches 
in greatest length by 2$ inches in greatest breadth and 2$ inohu* in 
greatest thick iit&s. Thu shaft-hole is similarly jutiuifcd, but is rather 
larger and lower down* and is J of an inch in diameter; having ken 
l«red from both aides, the due orifice is slightly larger than tl>& other,, 
one! the borings bavo not met accurately in the middle. Like the 
previous specimen from Uo|uharL ftlgin shire, the ornament only occurs

tlie ground. 11 was much more difficult to take out this stone than (hot* 
in the Cathedra], m the time was very hard. In the summer of 1&0S 
the fragment ww taken out of the wnli of the Guide* Chapel. 

Between 1*92 and 1009 the camera was frequently brought to hear 
upon the eight fragments in the hose of the Cathedral, the Iwrt of 
these photographs which 1 Inive seen wera those taken by Mr (Icom 
Piercey, TatOfm, hi 1893, and by Mr Itodger, St Andrews, in l»U4. 
The latter was taken tor Mr lloiuilly Allan’s E*d,j Qhn*H<m Monument* 
of Scotland, nnd is here reproduced (tig. 1). The big stone, the »» 
shaft, is numbered 19, nnd tlic other seven are respectively numbered 
20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25 f and 26.

Before rhuiir fragments were removed from the base .d the ruthcdral 
there wore differences of opinion m to when they were put in, whether 
at the founding of the building or afterwards. There is no room now 
for two opinion* on the milter. Mr Hislop jind the unisons who \mk 
them, out, all experienced practical men, were unanimous in declaring 
that they must have been built in at the beginning; that they could 
not have Wa inerted in the wall after it wuh built, I noticed, vim ft 
one of them wn> taken out, that there wjisi a perfect impression of the 
key pattern on the lime Ijt'himX, and the lime could not have been 
poured down from aWve, for it was- not grout lime. Some of the 
pinning-% monaiver # were of the kind known as “deil 1 * pinning* h " 
thicker at the back thnn at the front, and ho could not have been used 
with inserted stones. The MuAutlB saw quite enough to satisfy them 
without tbs*- ppecinl proofs* The* relative position of some of the 
fragment* was suffk'icnt to prove that some of the akthb ut least had 
bflou deliberately broken and othera thinned to fit them for the pEaecs 
into which they were built. And m the^e broken and roughly clnred- 
down slabs are striking illustrations of the antipathy cf the Roman 
Church to tim Celtic Church in the twelfth eentuj^. He mouhiag up 
for nnsre building nmtcriai of such beautifully sculptured stones might 
havo been attributed to n sordid utilitarian spirit, incapable of appreci¬ 
ating the genuinely artistic work of nit earlier gemiraticm. But these 
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ston** were not only artistbilly deigned and executed : they We P most 
of them on both faces, the symbol of the Ctm^ which moans *o much to 
the Roman Church. Other erutt-^iba than those* just described had 
shared the same fate. Many wore recovered from the waUs of the *o-

In the Becond form of the Legend of St And retv prill tel by Skene in 
the Chrtmkltt of the PH* and Seat*, it is said that when Regulns 
and his companions were wrecked at Muck me. afterw&ida known an 
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Kylrimotu, “they fixed. in the earth a certain cross which they had 
twilight with them from Patras "j and further that, when Regain 
found King Sungju ami returned with tiini to KylriiuuiiL, the king not 
only gave a great port of that plate for building basi litas and cun tones, 
hut that the holy men erected twelve stone crosses separately around 
the place*" Though much of the legend may be safely discredited, 
there was prohahlv some foundation ilt fact for |mrta of it j ami th 
story of the erection of those thirteen crosses in the fourth century may 
have been invented to account for cresses which were standing when tin 
legend committed to writing. That there were a number.of crosses 
in the district ns well as in tin* immediate neighbourhood of St Role's is 
quite certain. In an indenture of 1405, preserved in the After lAirfurnm 
Prioraiu* Smeti Andrte, p. 422. there is .i reference to the eroas called 
*‘81 ntLaris con," which apparently stood lo the westward of the city, 
and not far from Strath ly nun. In the AiW Ftitneardeioti*, p. 34 i. it is 
rented that the Duke of Rothesay was am-sted in HOI between Nydiu 
ami Stmthtyrum, near the great cross (pvj>? Taajpmm eruc m). In the 
Bqfitter of St A»>lrta» Kirk Stmria* there i* n reference in ICQO to the 
(■range Cross, which is also mentioned in title-deeds of a later dale, ii 
stood about a mile lo the south of the city. I n a s,miue'd 1050 the 
lauds of Denork, lying 3 or 4 miles to the south-west of tit Andrew-, 
arc thus dose ritual -—

A cross aisaocifttwl with the Dome of Bishop Roger is reftirr-Hl to in an 
agreement of 1212.
